New Delhi A 1, the 23 rd April 1965 

No. 22/5/64SCTJII{B ).- — In pursuance of the recommen- 
dation made by the Central Advisory Board for Harijan 
Welfare, the Government of India have decided to constitute 
a Committee to examine the question of abolition of the 
customary rights to scavenging. 

2. The Members of this Committee, including the Chair- 
man, will be nominated by the Government of India, The 
term of Members will be six months, 

3. The Chairman of the Committee is authorised to co-opt 
not more than two-non-ollicials from each State in consul- 
tation with the respective State Governments, The Com- 
mittee may regulate its own procedure. 

4. The Committee may visit or depute one or more of its 
Members to visit such parts of India as it considers neces- 
sary, The Chairman, Members and co-opted Members will 
be entitled to travelling allowance and daily allowance in 
accordance with the Ministry of Finance Memorandum No. 
F.6(26)-E(V/59, dated the 5th September, 1960 as amended 
from time to time. 

5. Shri N. R. Malkani is nominated Chairman, and the

N 5 * 7 n, 2-PU(2 )65. —the Government of India have received 
ihe Administralfon Report of the Port of Kandla for the 
year 1963-64. the salient features of the Report arc re- 
viewed below : 

(1) Financial Results! 

fa) Port Fund. — -The Revenue receipts of the Port 
(excluding the Pilotage Account) during the year were 
Rs. 114.42 lakhs as compared with Rs. 110.70 lakhs during 
1962-63. The rise in income was due to the accrual of more 
revenue from I ands and Buildings and Interest and Miscel- 
laneous items than in the previous year. 

The expenditure (excluding that charged to the Pilotage 
Account and contributions to the Depreciation Fund and 
Capital Account) during the year under review was Rs. 62,25 
lakhs as against 63.35 lakhs in 1962-63. The percentage of 
working expenses (excluding the amounts transferred to the 
Depreciation Fund and Capital Account) to income under 
the General Account was 55 as against 57 in the previous 
year. The contributions made to the Depreciation Fund and 
Capital Account were Rs. 34.77 lakhs and Rs. 10 lakhs, 
respectively, during the year 1963-64. 

(b) Pilotage Account. — The gross income and expenditure 
during 1963-64 was Rs. 2.80 lakhs and Rs. 1.80 lakhs 
(excluding a contribution of Rs. 8.000 to the Depreciation 
Fund in the Pilotage Account), respectively, resulting in a 
surplus of Rs. 1.00 lakh. Thorc was a deficit of Rs. 0.90 lakh 
in 1962-63, the gross income and expenditure for that year 
being Rs. 2.14 lakhs and Rs. 3.13 lakhs respectively. 

(c) Debt . — The outstanding of the Port Administration at 
the close ol the financial year 1963-64 was Rs. 13.77 crores 
due to the Government of India on account of assets trans- 
1 erred to the Port Administration and a loan of Rs. 12.00 
lakhs advanced tu them to finance their Capital works. This 
also includes un amount of Rs. 26.74 lakhs on account of 
the assets taken over from the former Government of Kutch, 

(d) Traffic 

(a) Trade . — The traffic which passed through the port of 
Kamila in 1963-64, as compared with that in 1962-63, is 
indicated in the table below :

The imports during the year under report registered an 
increase of 0.82 lakh metric tonnes or about 5-8% of the 
imports ot the previous year. This increase was mainly due 
to increased imports of foodgrains and machinery. The 
exports in 1963-64 registered a fall of 0.46 lakh metric 
tonnes as compared with the exports in 1962-63, mainly due 
to less traffic in salt, ore. Bones, Mineral oils, etc, 

(b) Shipping . — Excluding sailing vessels, 297 vessels, with 
a gross tonnage of 24.26 lakhs, entered the port during 
1963-64 as against 311 vessels with a gross tonnage of 25.25 
lakhs in 1962-63. 

M.V. “SIghaug” of 16,562.58 tons gross, 175,97 M. length 
and 9,68 M, Fore and 9.60 M. Aft draft was the biggest 
vessel that entered the port during 1963-64. 

M.T, “Beogh Eagle” of 15,100.00 tons gross, 184.12 M. 
length and 9.30 M. Fore and 9.60 M. Aft draft was the 
longest vessel that entered the port during the year. 

M.V. ‘Erlingh SamulesenC of 16,495.00 tons gross, 
175.87 M. length and 10.21 M. Fore and 10.21 M. Aft draft 
was the deepest vessel that entered the port during 1963-64, 

(3) Labour . — The labour situation in the port continued 
to be satisfactory during 1963-64. 

(4) Capital works . — T he construction of the fifth cargo 
berth was completed except dredging in front of it. The 
work on the Fishing jetty progressed satisfactorily. The 
activities of the Soil and Water Testing Laboratory and the 
Photographic Section continued. On the soil testing side, 
327 bore holes in the site of construction of quarters at 
Kandla were taken. 

(5) The Port Organisation continued to provide their staff 
with various amenities such as housing, consumer co-opera- 

tive stores, education facilities, clubs, canteens, medical faci- 

lities, etc., during the year under review, 


(6) The work of development of the port town of 
Gandhidham showed satisfactory progress during the year, 

(7) Port Administration .— r The Port was under the direct 
administrative control of the Government of India till the 
28th February, 1964, From the 29th February 1964, the 
administration of the purt was entrusted to a Port Trust 
when the Government of India constituted the first Board of 
1 rustees for the Port under sub-section f 1) of section 4 of 
the Majoi Port Trusts Act, 1963. A regular Board of

year 1963-64. The noteworthy features of the Report arc

(1) Financial Position . — -The total revenue of the Port of 
Mormugao during the year under review was Rs. 124.52 lakhs 
(including the receipts from Pilotage) as against Rs, 125.74 
lakhs during 1962-63. The decrease in the Revenue was 
mainly due to less receipts from the Railway, consequent 
upon the handing over of the main line railway from Vasco- 
d a- Gam a to Coll cm to the Southern Railway with effect from 
the 1st May, 1963, slightly offset by an increase in the wharf 
dues consequent upon the increase in the export of ore and 
by special receipts arising out of the sale of scrap and some 
railway materials, 

The expenditure during 1963-64 was Rs. 45,26 lakhs as 
against Rs. 64.27 lakhs in 1962-63. The decrease in expendi- 
ture was due to the transfer of the main line Railway from 
Vasco-da-Gama to Coll cm to the Southern Railway which 
resulted in less expenditure on the maintenance and operation 
of locomotives, carriages and wagons, the maintenance of 
the track and on the staff of the Traffic Department. 

The expenditure stated above does not include the payment 
of interest on capita? and loans, and transfers to Reserve 
Funds. 

(2) Traffic . — The total tonnage of cargo handled at the 
Mormugao Port during the year under review was 59,58,212 
tonnes as against 54,67,776 tonnes during the previous year. 
The break-up of the traffic figures is as under : —

The exports consisted mainly of ores — 57,39,223 tonnes as 
against 52,61,047 tonnes during 1962-63. 

(3) Trade at Betul — The total exports of ore from 
Betul during the year 1963-64 were 1,51,031 tonnes as 
against 1,49,007 tonnes in 1962-63. 

(4) Shipping . — 594 vessels with a gross tonnage of 
4,725,807 entered the Port during 1963-64 as against 622 
vessels with a gross tonnage of 4,572,007 in 1962-63. The 
increase in the gross tonnage, though the number of vessels 
which entered the port in 1963-64 was less than that in 
1962-63, was due to the relaxation in the limits previously 
imposed on the draft and length Of vessels visiting the Port.

(6) Port Rdilway . — In accordance with the agreement 
reached between the Port Authorities, the Ministry of Rail- 
ways, and the Ministry of Transport, the section of the 
Railway from Vaspo-da-Gama to Collem was transferred to 
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the Southern Railway with effect from the 1st May, 1963* 
Thereafter, the Authorities are responsible only for the goods 
traffic between Vasco-da-Gama and Mormugao Harbour. 

(7) Overseas Passenger Service . — The Shipping Corpora- 
tion of India’s s,s.

No. F.5/7/64-CIS . — The Rules for a limited departmental 
competitive examination to be held by the Union Public 
Service Commission in September, 1965, for selection of 
Grade IV officers of the Central Information Service for 
promotion to Grade III of the Central Information Service 
are published for general information. 

2. The examination will be conducted by the Union 
Public Service Commission in the manner prescribed in the 
Appendix to the Rules. 

The dates on which and the places at which the examina- 
tion will be held shall be fixed by the Commission. 

3. All officers appointed to the Central Information Ser- 
vice who have completed or would have completed, but for 
deputation, five years’ continuous service in a ‘duty post’ in 
Grade IV or a higher grade of the Service on 1st March 
1965, shall be eligible to sit for the Examination. 

Note L — ‘Deputation’ would include the holding of an 
cx-cadre post in and under the Ministry of Information 
and Broadcasting. 


Note II, — Service in a ‘duty post 1 in Garde IV of the 
Central Information Service will include service rendered 
prior to 1st March, 1960 in an approved capacity in a post, 
whether permanent or temporary of a category specified in 
Schedule I to the Central Information Service Rules, 1959, 

Note TIT. — The candidature of a person who Is admitted 
to the examination is liable to be cancelled, if, after sub- 
mitting his application, he resigns from Service or his service 
are terminated by his department, either before or after 
taking the Examination.

10. After the examination, the candidates will be arranged 
by tlie Commission in the order of merit as disclosed by the 
aggregate marks finally awarded to each candidate; and in 
that order so many candidates as are found by the Commis- 
sion in their discretion to be qualified by the examination 
shall be recommended for appointment up to the number of 
vacancies decided to be filled on the results of the examina- 
tion. 

Note. — The form and manner of communication of the 
result of the Examination to individual candidates shall be 
decided by the Commission in their discretion. 

11. Success in the examination confers no right to appoint- 
ment, unless Government are satisfied, after such enquiry as 
may be considered necessary, that the candidate is suitable 
in all respects for appointment to the Service.

5. Candidates must write the answer in their own hand. In 
no circumstances will they be allowed the help of a scribe 
to write down answers for them. 

6. The Commission have discretion to fix qualifying marks 
in any or all the subjects at the examination. 

7. From the marks assigned to candidates in each subjects, 
such deduction will be made as the Commission may consider 
necessary in order to ensure that no credit is allowed for 
merely superficial knowledge. 

8. Deduction up to 5 per cent of the maximum marks for 
the written subjects will be made for illegible handwriting. 

9. Credit will be given for orderly, effective and exact 
expression, combined with due economy of words in all 
subjects of the examination. 


Syllabus of the Examinations 

(1) Newscasting and Editing . — The candidates will be 
supplied with news material in English and they will be 
required, 

(i) to arrange the news material in order of importance 
and to give suitable headlines to the ten items considered 

by them to be of the greatest importance; and 

(ii) write a short news story in English (of about 500 

words) with captions for publication in a newspaper. 

(2) Indian History dtid Culture . — The paper will be 
designed to cover the (a) Ancient, (b) Medieval and (c) 
Modern periods of Indian History, and will include questions 
on Culture broadly covering topics and trends such as 
followings 

(i) Influence of Buddhism on Indian thought and life 
on Indian art and sculpture; 

(ii) Persian influence on Indian social life* and on 
music, painting, literature and other forms of 
artistic and cultural expression; 

(iii) Continuity of Indian Culture — Idea of Unity in 
Diversity; 

(iv) Influence Of Bhakti movement on Indian social 
life — KabiP, Surdas, Tulsidas, Tukaram, Ramdas, 
Mirabai; 

(v) Indian Renaissance during the nineteenth century 
beginning with Raja Ram Mohar^ Roy and the first 
part of the twentieth century, with reference to 
causes, the forms it took, leading personalities con- 
nected with it* and its salient features. 

N.B. I, — The topics mentioned above are not to be 
regarded as exhaustive, and questions on topics of similar 
nature not mentioned in the syllabus may also be asked. 

N.B. II. — Candidates may be required to answer a mini- 
mum number of questions from each of the three parts 
corresponding to the ancient medieval and modem periods 
of Indian History into which the paper may be divided, 

(3) Newspaper feature articles ( from material supplied). 
— The candidate will be required to write, in any of the 
Indian languages specified in the Appendix feature articles 
from material supplied, suitable for publication in a news- 
paper/periodicals. 

(4) Newspaper feature articles (on subjects specified ). — * 
The candidates will be required, (i) to write articles, in any 
one of the Indian languages specified in the Appendix, on 
given subjects, suitable for publication in a newspaper /perio- 
dical, and (ii) to translate newspaper feature articles from 
English into any one of the Indian languages specified in the 
Appendix. 
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
